Selectmen’s Meeting 


‘There were twoprincipal speak~ 
ers at the Selectmen’s meeting 
Monday evening - Lt, John In- 
bimbo of the Wilmington Police 
and Selectman James Miceli, 

Mr Imbimbo spoke on his wages 
as a Police Lieutenant, and Mr 
Miceli spoke on practically every 
thing-else, He was just brimming 
over, 

Lt Imbimbo told the Board of 
Selectmen that th results of the 
Town Meeting vote had been unfair 
to him as a Police Lientenant, It 
was, he said, due to the interpre- 
tation that had been made of his 
amendment to the police salaries 
article in the Town Meeting, an 
amendment made at his request, 

Imbimbo now questions the le- 
gality of the article, since the pay 
distribution is over a 53 weekyear, 
commening on January 2, 1968 thru 
December 30, 1968, 

As he explained things to the 
Selectmen, Imbimbo said that prior 
to the Town Meeting he could not 
find out. where he stood, relative 
to wage increases, so he asked for 
the raise, and he was sure that 
everyone knew ofhis longevity pay, 
and that it was not a part of his 


Imbimbo pointed out that his pay 
was $8395, and that of the Police 
Sergeants $7415, or a difference 
of $918, He asked for a pay dif- 
ferential of $1200, or 13%, amount~ 
ing to $220 more, He took the 
TM's proposed increase of $9.43 
times 52 weeks, plus the Sergeants 
base pay and arrived at a sum of 
$7905, after adding the Sergeants 
base pay of $7415.for 1967, Thus 
he arrived at a base pay for Ser- 


ants, 

For his 1968 salary, Imbimbo 
added $120, Or 12%, totalled with 
his longevity of $1092, afriving at 
a figure of $10,179, If the figures 
were based on 53 weeks, as the 
Town Manager showed, Imbimbo 
argued, he had lost the wage scale 
voted to him by the townspedple, 

Chairman Boylen thanked Im- 
bimbo, and then reminded him that 
the Town Charter says that the 
Town Manager sets all salaries, 
The people of } ington had voted 
twice to su: the Town Manager 

which, to Boylen that 
Imbimbo id have to do histalk- 
ing to TM Morris, 

Imbimbo, before leaving, asked 
if he might consult with the Town 
Counsel on the questions, 

After Imbimbo had left Boylen 
asked TM Morris if he had any- 
thing to say. Morris merely 
stated that the Town Charter gives 
the Town Manager the Tesponsi- 
bility, no matter what the Town 
Counsel or anyone else said, The 
salaries, Morris said, were for 53 
pay periods, and would be admin- 
istered in that way, and everyone 
would be treated the same,

An Open Letter 
to Wilmington 
Residents 


Our recent experience with flood 
waters and wet basements during 
the week of March 17 prompted the 
Selectmen to appoint me chairman 
of a Citizen’s Stream and Drainage 
Improvement Committee, Al- 
though the complete Committee has 
not yet been named, we have al- 
ready had our first workday this 
past Saturday, April 16. We ac- 
complished much in less than 40 
hours worked that afternoon- much 
more remains to be done, 

‘This must be a citizen’s volun- 
teer effort since there are no funds 
ayaflable in the 1968 town budget 
for this kind of work, The work 
should be done now because we 


may get heavy spring rains during 
the rest of April or in May, and 
because of possible floods from 
August or September Hurricane 
rains, It is also necessary for 
town-wide mosquito control, 

A volunteer~effort by intested 
fiomeowners, Boy Scouts, fish- 
ermen, hunters, conservationists 
or any other civic-minded indivi- 
duals will do a lot to clean up 
our streams, We are especially 
fortunate here in Wilmington be- 
cause about 80% of our streams, 
brooks, and wetlands originate 
within the town’s borders, Unlike 
many of our neighboring towns 
which get most of their water 
from upstream towns, we have a 
direct control over all of this water 
and starts here. It only remains 
for us to get it flowing freely 
and keep it that way. 

We have found that the most 
important tools for our cleaning 
work are an iron rake, a pair of 
pruning or lopping shears, and a 
long-handled shovel; in that order, 
We now know, too, that although 
hip boots or waders are desirable 


‘every place we have worked could 


be reached with overshoes or low 
boots, So, all we need now are 
more willing volunteers to assist 
us over the next 3 to 5 Saturday 
afternoons, We want to clean up 
every ditch, stream, brook, and 
culvert in town, We need assis- 
tance from people who know the 
trouble spots in their own neigh- 
borhoods and who might like to find 
out where their land drains into 
the major brooks, 

We guarantee it will be satisfy- 
ing, healthy, and productive work 
and that even a few hours volun 
teered will assist you and many 
others, We especially appeal to 
those who are fishermen and hun- 
ters in addition to being concerned 
property owners - you keenly know 
the value of clean and deep streams 
to the success of your sporting 
interests, 

I have thus far appointed only 
one citizen to the committee dnd 
am interested in receiving about 
five more volunteers from dif- 
ferent areas of town for the 
actual committee Acommit- 
tee member’s ‘will be to 
assist in work and rvise on 
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ginning of summer, and may re- 
sume in the fall - if the job is 
still incomplete, 

If you feel you would like an 


appointment to this kind ofa fresh- 
aire committee, call me at 658- 
9682, If you feel you could not 
devote time to the committee, but 
would like to assist in your own 
neighborhood, still call me. and 
let me know, - 

We can only accomplish our goal 
of clean streams through the good 
will of volunteer citizens,
